Tho great problem of caring for 
‘a large number of wounded at very 
short notice during the recent hos- 
tilities at Shanghai was tho sub- 
ject, of an address by Dr. W. 8. 
Now, of Shanghai, to the membors 
of tho’ Hongkong _Univorsity 
Medical Society in the Union As- 
sembly Room, yesterday afternoon. 
Dr. Now bogan by asking them 
what thoy would do if, ovornight, 
600 wounded cases wore dropped at 
thelr ‘doors, and the . problom 
gradually assumed alarming com- 
plications when ono need became 
apparent after another. It was 
under these conditions that medical 


men at Shanghai had to Tabour,, 


when the ordinary hospitals, clear- 
ed of their civilian cases, were fill- 
ed to overflowing with the wounded 
brought in by hundreds from day 
to day. The surgeons opera 
unceasingly, until thoy became tired 
and their hands and knees wero 
shaking. The ordinary medical 
resources in hospital equipment and 
staff proved entircly inadequate. 

From this point it became neces- 
sary that new hospitals should be 
found, and the problem had to bo 
solved within the space of twenty 
four hours, It was difficult to got 
a sultablo building, large enough 
to accommodate 200 beds, in view 
of the influx of refugees, but as 
poor na one was found, a suitable 
man had to be found to head the 
medicn) services, © business 
manager to discover the necessary 
equipment, and yet a third official 
to look after the personnel side of 
the problem. : 


Dinlectal Diflicultics. 


Dialectal: diMecultics intervened, 
and they would find in the com- 
posite body drawn together, of 
medical men and students, ore who

parts of the world. 

Concluding, Dr. New paid a 
warm tribute to the Medical and 
Ambuiarce units who'had joined up 
from Hongkong. They wera a8 
great help together with those 
other units enlisted from atmost 
every well-known city of China, 
In pointing to the possibility of 
members of hia audience one day 
being called upon to den! with a 
problem similar to that which had 
confronted him and his assoclates, 
Dr. New urged that the business 
side of their training must not be 
overlooked. —_

of his people's needs, trettulness 
in the use of his powers and privi-

lustre to King George's name. 

If thore is one characteristic of 
the King’s whieh has been more 
demonstrated ‘than another, it: is 
his knack of being: all things to al 
men. One in close touch with His 
Majesty has said that he can be 
equally at case with a schoolboy 
on a chute at Wembley or in con- 
ference with a Lobour politician, 
This is an uncommon gift, and 4 
truly Royal gift, though Royal 
persondjres have, not always pos+ 
sessed it. King George under- 
stunds and likes all sorts cf 
people, and, above ‘all, he knows 
It has 


been recorded of him, also, that 


how toeget-on with them, 


he is the first British King to have 
visited) workmen in’ their work- 
shops and factories, and he has on 
more than one occasion showa that 
he has made a more than perfune- 
tory study of Isbour conditions, 
Turning to the large affairs of 
State, in recent years His Majesty 
has exhibited something much 
more than a formal interest in the 
politics ‘both of the Mother Coun- 
try and ‘the Empire at large. In 
the change-over from the Labour 
to tho National Government, 
whilst in no sense exceeding, con- 
atitutional bounds, he was in con- 
atant consultation with the na- 
tion’s political lenders, and’ there 
can be no shadow of doubt that 
his. advice and concern for the 
welfare of tho Old Country proved 
of phe utmost value at a mont crl- 


tial juncture In British history. 


When wo cast our eyes back on 
other tlmes, we can seo that His 
Majesty hasbeen a big factor in 
drawing the Crown out of tho 
rough and tumble of politics, al-

The 
compiler of the concise Oxford 
Dictionary has been reproached 
for using the word “Oxford as 
an adjective inj many — different 
senses, While completely ignoring 
the fact that Cambridge hag given 
its name to a world-famous sau. 
sage, To which the unkind reply 
has been given that a dictionary 
editor has more important, things 
on hand than bothering his head 
about “every locally named but not 
very distinguished sausage” Ane 
other correspondent has noticed a 
similar injustice to Cambridge in 
the Pocket Oxford Dietionnury. 
This’ invaluable work talks of 
“Oxford blues,” “Oxford frames,”

“Oxford movements,” “Oxford 
shirtings,” and “Oxford shoes,” 
while its solitary reference — to 
Cambridge ia a Gefinition ‘of

GODLESS BANNED 
IN GERMANY 


REICHSBANNER TO BE 
CONTROLLED: 


Berlin, May 4. 

A long fierce tussle behind the 
scenes between various groups of 
the Right, with access to the Pre- 
sident on the one hand and the 
Government on the other, over the 
question whether or not the Re- 
publican Reichsbanner should be 
dissolved, has ended in a satlafne- 
tory manner with the issue of a 
new Presidential Decree placing all 
political associations that. are 
military organised under the 
specinl control of the Ministry of 
the Interior. 

All such organisations are 
obliged in future to submit their 
rules and constitution to the Minia- 
ter and to change them according to 
his wishes. Any organisntion 
which fails to comply with these 
regulations ur violates its own ap- 
proved consitution ean be dissolved 
by the Minister. 

The Minister of the 
new powers will not reconcile the 
Right to the continued existence of 
the Reichsbanner, but they do pro- 


vide a‘ satisfactory procedure for. 


the control of all such organisations 
in future. ‘ 

The Reichabanner emerges from 
the dispute with a certificate of good 
character, and the Government has 
given proof that it is. not Inclined 
to the counsels of the Right only. 

The attempt to secure the disso- 
lution of the Reichsbanner was in- 
tended to secure the resignation of 
the Bruning Government itself, but 
it has only given it an opportunity 
to show its strength and the con- 
tinued confidence of the newly- 
elected President in the Chancellor. 

A accond Presidential Decree 
issued to-day dissolves the Tnterna- 
tlonal Proletarinn Free Thinkers 
(the German branch of the God- 
less), which is closely associated 
with the Communist Party. It has 
organised an aggressive pro- 
paganda amongst the working 
classes in Gertnany, and. o year ago 
was very much in evidence, though 
less has been heard of it Intely. 
The Socialist Free Thinkers’ Au- 
sociation remains unaffected by the 
decree.

Reports 
VOTES FOR WOMEN! 


London, June 2. 
The wholesale enfranchisement 
of Indians Is recommended in the 


Report of the special Franchise 
Committee, headed by Lord Lothian, 
which was charged, after the 
Round Table Conference, with the 
task of dovising a franchise system 


aga suitable foundation for a 
system of responsible government. 


Under the proposals of — the 
Lothian Committee, the electorate 
for the. provincid legislatures 
would be raised eventually from 
aeven to thirty-six millions, or 
fourteen per cent: of the populn- 
tlon. ; 


' The electorate . Tor the Federal 
Legislature would be raised from 
1,142,000 to 8,440,000, 


Under the recommendations gener- 
ally, approximately 6,600,000 wo- 
men would be enfranchised oa com. 
pared with 315,000 under the exlst- 
ing system, 


ADULT FRANCHISE. 


The Committee regretfully rules 
out, for the present, the possibility 
of adult franchise, owing to the Ili- 
teracy jn India and- administra- 
tive difficulties, but counsels the 
wide extension of the present ys- 
tem to include the general masa of 
the population and every important 
section of the community. 


The Committee, in drawing up 
their recommendations, aimed at 
giving substantially increased re- 
presentation to Jabour and to ¢en- 
franchise sufficient women to com- 
pel candidates to consider their in- 
terests, The Committec also sought 
to raise the voting strength of the 
Depressed Classes to a minumum 
of ten per cent, of their population 
strength. 


SEATS FOR WOMEN. 


The Committce also suggests that 
from two to five per cent, of the 
seats in the enlarged provincial 
leyislatures should be ‘reserved for 
women members.—Reuter.
